This 
proved a wise move, and the very grati- 
fying results show not only the high 
standing the School now enjoys but also 
the keen interest taken by a large number 
of parents. After all, it is in everybody’s 
interest to raise the status of the Schoo] 
and we can now look forward to a con- 
siderable increase in amenities for the 
boys—and in the revenue from the Hall 
which in turn will provide further ameni- 
ties. 

Everyone who had a hand in the Féte, 
not least the public who supported it so 
generously, is to be congratulated on a 
really notable effort. 

Primarily, the funds raised are to be 
used to meet the City regulations and so 
enable the Hall to be let for public use, 
but much more than that has _ been 
planned and the addition to the Hall is 
intended to include not just a green room 
but proper accommodation for a Library 
—something that has been urgently 
needed for a long time—and for various 
activities. The Photographic Club, strug- 
gling for years in a poky little darkroom 
and yet producing excellent work, de- 
serves every consideration; with so many 
boys anxious to join, adequate accommo- 
dation would be a boon to the whole 
school. In view of the losses that have 
occurred through burglary in the hall a 
strong room, or at least a windowless 
store room with a burglar proof door, 
would seem to come high among the 
priorities. 
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Headmasters Notes 


ECENTLY I came across a copy of 
the first magazine published by the 
school and naturally I found it to be a 
most interesting effort. Much of its space 


is taken up with notes on school activities 
and games, very similar to the present 
magazine, but it is also obvious that the 
“Winds of Change” have affected the 
school in no small way over a period of 
years. It was made quite clear then, that 
the school would provide a broad general 
education for boys who had no need for 
the Cambridge School Certificate or who 
were unlikely to profit by a course lead- 
ing to this certificate. How things have 
changed! This is now a selective school 
providing a broad education with a tech- 
nical bias for boys who are expected to 
take an examination at the end of the 
course. It is true that all boys who enter 
the school cannot be expected to take 
the Cambridge School Certificate exam- 
ination, but the newly introduced College 
of Preceptors Examination provides the 
opportunity for the less talented boy to 
obtain a qualification before leaving 


school. The Cambridge examination will 
soon be superseded by the General Cer- 
tificate of Education at Ordinary and 
Advanced levels and this is not the end 
of the changes, as the new ‘““M” examina- 
tion announced recently by the Minister 
of Education will provide an alternative 
to the Advanced Level G.C.E. examina- 
tion. These changes, with the pooling 
arrangements for sixth forms, should re- 
sult in a step forward towards greater 
and better achievements. 


During the year the Parent Teachers’ 
Association with the help of staff, boys 
and many generous friends, ran a very 
successful féte for funds to enable altera- 
tions to be made to the Beit Hall. When 
completed, the hall will be one of the best 
equipped in the district. The Duke of 
Edinburgh’s Commonwealth Training 
Week was held at the end of September 
and proved to be a great success. Industry 
and Commerce opened their doors to 
school visitors and a Careers Exhibition 
was held at the Drill Hall. The school 
took a prominent part in all the activities 
and nothing but good has resulted from 
this effort. 


We are passing through difficult times 
in the Federation and not the least of our 
difficulties is the placing of boys in suit- 
able occupations which offer a worth- 
while career to those who are prepared 
to work and continue their studies. It is 
essential that every boy should make 
the most of his talents especially during 
the formative years at school. There are 
plenty of opportunities in this country 
for the boy who has the qualifications. 

Once again I wish to thank the Deputy 
Headmaster, Mr. Roberts, and also the 
Staff and School Prefects for their co- 
operation during the year. 


In conclusion I can do no better than 
return to the first school magazine and 
quote: “Let us be keen, enthusiastic; 
taking pride in all we do in our work and 
play; in our speech and manners; in our 
appearance and integrity; in our House 
and our School; and in our land.”

Flying Boats 


THE flying boat is as specialized as a 
spy. It is a type of aircraft used for 
military reconnaisance. 

Flying boats were used during the first 
World War. Between the wars they were 
developed by the air forces of many 
countries, but mainly by Britain and 
Italy. Thus the Savoia and Sunderland 
were far in advance of other types of air- 
craft, the Sunderland being in some ways 
the better. One of its advantages was its 
long range and service ceiling, another 
was its capacity in depth charges or 
bombs. A patrol of fourteen hours was 
not unusual. 


The work of long range land planes 
such as the Liberator made it seem to 
some as though the need for flying boats 
was gone. Yet even as this view began to 
gain ground the American Catalina with 
an exceptionally long range, and good 
qualities when on water, found tasks 
which could hardly have been taken over 
by a land plane. In the U.S.A. one large 
70 ton class flying boat was produced for 
the navy but was not used much. 

In the modern age of jets there is no 
place for the flying boat.

A HOLIDAY AT INYANGA 
| SPENT two weeks of my holiday at 

Inyanga, a most enjoyable two weeks. 

All the same, it is the most frustrating 
place I have been to as far as the roads 
are concerned. 

“Our place is just over the hill,” says 
my aunt. I thought we would be there 
in another quarter of an hour; but the 
road wound and twisted and detoured 
round the hillsides. 

The hills are covered with either wattle 
or pine, a dark green in colour, which is 
a contrast with the other grey bracken 
covered slopes. This part of Inyanga is 
a second Scotland, only a hundred and 
fifty miles from Salisbury. The water is 
soft and refreshing—when it is warm 
enough. 

I was there to witness the two extremes 
of weather. It can be hot when the sun 
shines and there is no wind; it can be 
miserable when the mist comes down. I 
noticed that most of the permanent 
residents had large libraries! 

T was taken out on a sight-seeing trip. 
First we went to the Pungwe crossing, 
where there are rest huts; then we went 
up to the Pungwe View. The roaring of 
the waterfall in the valley far below is 
a welcome sound on a hot day. From 
the height the river can be seen winding 
through the valley like a silver snake. 
Here we had tea, then set off for the 
Honde Valley. On a clear day it is pos- 
sible to hear the children shouting far 
below in the valley; the native huts look 
the size of peanuts. Down there tropical 
fruits are grown. 

Next to be visited was the Umtarazi 
Falls, about 1,400 feet high. I managed 
to urge myself forward on my stomach 
on a rock and peer over; I could not see 
the bottom. If you care to walk farther 
on it is possible to see a waterfall coming 
out of the rock face. 

We had lunch at the Mare Dam, a 
favourite spot for the trout fisher. After- 
wards we went up to an old Fort, pro- 
tected by law—the reason for its being 
in such good condition. Aloes have taken 
root in the middle and add the finishing 
touches. We then went past the Rhodes 
Inyanga Hotel. where the water is got 
from the ancient waterways. After I had 
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seen the “slave pits” and a little of the 
ancient terracing—of which there are 
many miles—I began to wonder about 
the people who had done all this work. 
Modern engineers say they could not 
have done much better. I have my doubts 
about the pits being for slaves. I thought 
they would be more suitable for sheep 
or goats. 

All in all, I thoroughly enjoyed my 
Inyanga holiday.

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RADIO CLUB 


HE Radio Club was given various 

tasks during the past year, which 
usually took the form of minor radio 
repairs. The greatest assignment accom- 
plished was undoubtedly the Electronic 
Display on view during the school féte, 
the principal feature being the trans- 
mitter and receiver set up and operating. 

As is usual every new term we were 
Overrun by numerous boys seeking en- 
rollment and a good many had to be 
turned away owing to the shortage of 
tools and space. 

The members have built a number of 
4-valve TRF receivers capable of picking 
up the local services. There were the 
usual teething problems to be sorted out 
in the prototype. One of similar design 
is under construction. The unique feature 
is the Breadboard construction. This, 
having all the components laid out as in 
the schematic diagram, will be a great 
help in instructing new members in wire- 
less principles. 

A very high tension unit was recently 
constructed. This, having an output of 
1,400 v. D.C., is somewhat beyond our 
needs at present; it will be indispensible 
when we conduct experiments on Cath- 
ode Ray tubes. 


The variable voltage unit which we 
installed last year has proved to be in- 
valuable, not only enabling us to demon- 
strate the characteristics of the triode, 
pentode, tetrode and beam tubes but also 
enabling us to determine the necessary 
coupling for the respective tubes without 
going into long and involved calculations. 


We hope next year to increase our field 
of experiments, which will certainly be a 
great asset to radio-minded boys. Finally, 
we should like to thank our Master-in- 
Charge, Mr. Byerley, for his unfailing 
enthusiasm and patience and for all the 
help and encouragement he has given us.

Cantlie, the famous doctor. Another 
pupil was a boarder who came from 
Orkney, called Allan Wilson.

When Major Allan Wilson was killed 
by the Matabele, the people of Fochabers 
erected a drinking fountain in_ his 
memory. They built it beside the cricket 
field, as he loved to play there. 

I went to Milne’s High School for 
two years and every time that I went to 
play by the River Spey, I passed the 
Allan Wilson Memorial Fountain.

THIS season was surely one of the

to condition ourselves for the Natal Tour, 
which at long last had been confirmed.

The results of the tour can be seen 
in the table but a great deal was learned 
that cannot be given in tabular form. In 
all our games we were beaten in the last 
quarter. We discovered to our cost that 
the ball is much heavier at sea level than 
at 5,000 feet, with the result that kickers 
were dismayed to find kicks which were 
normally considered “sitters” dropping 
short. There was a great deal of bad 
handling—due entirely to misjudging the 
flight of the ball. Players wanting to take 
a ball from a kick often found them- 
selves far out of position. 


Nevertheless the team played well and 
gave a good account of themselves. 
Many friends were made down South 
and it would be impossible to speak too 
highly of the hospitality that we received 
from our host schools. We must take 
this opportunity of publishing our heart- 
felt thanks.

enjoyed by all—including the masters-in- 
charge! 

It came as a shock to the system to 
realize that immediately after our return 
from a 2,500 mile trip our first game 
was to involve another 700 mile round 
trip to Bulawayo and Plumtree. However 
our Tour had put us into good form to 
start our own local season and despite 
the overnight journey we opened with a 
good win. 

During the season which followed we 
developed our own particular style of 
rugby which proved surprisingly effective. 
It soon became obvious that our strength 
lay in our fast, hard tackling forwards 
and in intelligent tactical kicking by the 
halfbacks. This we developed until the 
team welded itself into a formidable 


bunch of players. Undoubtedly we 
reached the crest on the days when we 
conquered our old rivals Churchill and 
almost toppled the all-conquering Prince 
Edward boys. On these days the boys 
played like fiends and were a pleasure to 
watch—as long as you were not in front 
of them! 

Our backs lacked the decisive “star” 
player who could make the _ breaks 
through the centre, but this was not al- 
together a bad thing. Throughout the 
season they combined as a midfield “trio” 
and worked out some very effective moves. 
We were rewarded with some very pretty 
tries on occasions and they were always 
a source of potential danger to the oppo- 
sition. Their tackling, also, was faultless. 
Suplemented by two fast hard hitting 
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flanks they provided the most impressive 
midfield opposition that has been seen 
at A.W. for some time. It was a tonic to 
see “star” opposing centres being 
grounded with a resounding thud and in 
some cases seeing them fling the ball 
away rather than get caught in possession 
and dumped. 


It would be invidious to single out any 
single player for mention; from the cap- 
tain right down to the linesman everyman 
did his best for the side, with the result 
that we had a very enjoyable and profit- 
able season. 


Two things, however, are worthy of 
mention. First, it is no secret that our 
style of rugby was not over-popular with 
both spectators and our opponents. At 
times they resented our bustling play 
and our hefty tackling and occasionally 
adverse comment was passed. In connec- 
tion with this it should be remembered 
that a rugby team goes on the field to 
win and it is certainly not going to play 
to its opponent’s strength. No one can 
blame any team that plays to its own 
pattern and uses its own strong features. 
Accordingly. therefore, even though 
spectators may voice their coments about 
‘steam roller packs” and kicking to 
touch, it should be remembered that you 
are playing the game, not them, so play 
it your way. No one can possibly object 
to tough hard play as long as it is clean. 
Also there can be no objection to tactical 
kicking because the boot can be an im- 
portant attacking weapon—and one 
which saves your forwards pints of 
sweat. If that is your strength, then use 
it to full advantage. 


The second thing to be mentioned— 
and deplored—is the talking in the pack 
that made its appearance last season. 
This sounds terrible from the touchline 
and must be stopped at once. Experienced 
players know that a team which argues 
amongst itself is easily beaten. How diff- 
erent it is to face a pack who say nothing 
but quietly and relentlessly get on with 
the job of grinding the opposition into 
the turf. This silent determination can be 
very demoralizing. In addition, a pack

THIS has not been a successful year for

Often 
batsmen have lost their wickets when 
they seemed to be well set, through care- 
less, lazy shots. 


The most successful bowler has been 
McNulty, but his average has suffered 
due to his being over-bowled in every 
game. He never bowled less than 15 overs 
in an innings and his average number of 
overs per innings was 19. His 33 wickets 
at an average of 18 runs per wicket, is 
therefore a creditable performance under 
the circumstances. Rautenbach has 
looked a good off-spinner at times and 
could, perhaps, have been used more 
often. 


The only match worth recording in 
detail is our game against Prince Edward 
this term. Due to lack of Saturdays the 
game was played over two afternoons 
during the week. The wicket was respon-
